It appears from the evidence that 
Mlllian and his wife had a lively little 
row in the afternoon, when he threw 
a coal oil lamp at her, and in which 
the mother in law took a hand, re- 
marking afterward that If Mlllian 
came back there any more that either 
she or he would eat breakfast In hell, 
and was seen carrying a pistol around 
in her hand.

Death of Mr. J. B. Temple. 

Mr. John B. Temple, for many year* 
a prominent citizen of this city, died 
at his home in Lonlsvllle, at six 
o'clock Thursday morning of heart 
disease. For twenty-odd years he was 
cashier of the Farmers' Bank In thin 
city, and no man who ever lived here 
was more universally honored and re- 
spected than he. He was thrice mar- 
ried, his second wife being a daugh- 
ter of the venerable Rev. Phil- 
ip Fall, and his last wife, who, together 
with several children, still survives 
him, was Miss Blandlna Brodhead, of 
this city. He was a leading member 
of the First Presbyterian Church, in 
which he was a Ruling Elder during 
nearly the whole of his residence here. 
In 1868 he removed to Louisville and 
accepted the position of vice-President 
of the Southern Mutual Insurance 
Company, and a few years later was 
elected President, which position he 
held at the time of his death. In his 
demise Louisville has lost a valuable 
citizen, the Presbyterian Church a pil- 
lar of strength, and an upright Chris- 
tian gentleman has been called to reap 
the reward of a well spent life. 

The funeral took place in Louisville 
yesterday afternoon and the remains 
will be brought to this city on the 10:20 
train this morning and interred in the 
family lot in the Cemetery. The re- 
mains will be taken directly from the 
depot to the grave. 

Mr. George Buhr has been bothered 
with rats about his Hotel for some 
time and to get rid of the pests pur- 
chased a fine flobert rifle, with which 
he instructed his bar-keeper, Mr. Al- 
bert Heinl, to shoot them. Now shoot- 
ing rats is a favorite amusement with 
Albert, and indulging: in that sport 
several years ago he sent a pistol ball 
into his wrist. But in following Mr. 
Buhr's instructions, he became quite 
an expert marksman, and was desirous 
of exhibiting his skill. So one after- 
noon last week he called a few friends 
to the bar-room, loaded his rifle and 
telling them to watch how he could 
send a bullet through the head of the 
picture of a woman upon a pasteboard 
calender hanging upon the iron net 
work above the desk in the oflice, he 
stepped back to the end of the room, 
took steady aim and fired. The bullet 
went true to the mark, for it pierced 
the calender where Albert intended, 
but it did more. It sped on across the 
office striking the large plate glass 
windows, making a small hole and a 
very large star around it in its passage, 
whistled by the ear of Jesse Hocker, 
the porter, who was sweeping off the 
front pavement and sprinkled him 
with glass in such manner that the old 
man really thought he was am 
ted, and exclaiming "Dar now, some- 
body's done shot me," he was making 
preparations to lie down and give up 
the ghost, when those who witnessed 
the shooting came out and convinced 
him that he was uninjured. Mr. Buhr 
is now uncertain which will be the 
best thing to do— put up bomb proofs 
to protect hia windows or cage Albert. 



Craik, the Superintendent, were lying, 
was also struck, and both of the cows 
killed, and it is a remarkable fact that 
this Is the third tree that has been 
struck by lightning in the same locali- 
ty In the last few weeks. A bolt also 
descended between the cistern-room of 
the Carlisle Distillery of Messrs. E. H. 
Taylor, Jr., Co , and one of their ware- 
houses, the fluid passing down the leg 
of Mr. Jacob Cox, who was at work In 
the warehouse, tearing his shoe to 
pieces and shocking him considerably, 
while Peter Belle, a colored man who 
had been at work on the river, and 
had come up and taken refuge in the 
warehouse out of the storm, was knock' 
ed senseless, and it required some ten 
or fifteen minutes' hard work by the 
hands employed about the distillery to 
bring him to. One of the whisky tubs 
in the cistern room was also set fire to 
but the flames were promptly extin- 
guished by Mr. R. M. Grant, Superin- 
tendent of the establishment. We 
have also heard that a number of sheep 
belonging to a farmer residing near the 
city were also killed, but were unable 
to learn the truth of the rumor.

a body to the Hotel, preceded by Snl- 
der's Brass Band. After a half hour 
spent in pleasant conversation in the 
parlors of the Hotel and in listening 
to the sweet music of the band, they 
repaired to the dining room and par- 
took of an elegant supper gotten up in 
George Buhr's best style. At the close 
of the banquet toasts were given and 
responded to as follows: The Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, by his Excellency, 
Gov. J, Proctor Knott, in a short but 
eloquent speech; the Grand Encamp- 
ment of the United States, by Very 
Eminent Sir W. LaRue Thomas, of 
Lexington, Grand Senior* Warden of 
that body, in his usual happy style; 
Canton Berry, No. 6, I. O. O. F., by 
Chevalier George W. Reock, in a few 
brief and well timed remarks; Ryan 
Commandery, No. 17, by Sir Knight 
W. E. Grubbs, of Danville, also in a 
brief speech; the Grand Commandery 
of Kentucky, by Sir Knight John W 
Pruett, Grand Senior Warden, in one 
of the eloquent impromptu addresses 
for which he is famous. 

The banquet was then dissolved, the 
Commandery formed and marched 
back to the Asylum, where they were
